tion‘was wellin hand. Despite all.efforts,.

the whole of No. 61, Woosung. Street, was 
completely gutted,. and. the three upper 
| floors of Nos, 57. and 39 and.the two upper 
‘foors of No. 88. were burned out. Mr. 
Saunders then. described , the finding of

[ victims, who failed’ to make theiz escape | 
from. No’ 61, and were trapped in the’ 
burning building. He said two wero 
found at the foot af, the escape on the 
first floor. on. the: verandah. .About 1}

“¢ self-madg* millionaires," half  witted 
geniuses, enjoying the worship. accorded 
hy all races to certain forms of insanity,” 


and the prefaces ‘to “ Back to Methu- |) 


selah ’ and “Saint Joan.” Mr. Shaw's 
views hoth of hi§ function as. a dramatist 
and “of the character of Joan have’ under- 
gone considerable change, and some con- 
sideration of these views ‘and -of theiv 
inter-connection seems necessary. — 

In his old age Mr. Shaw. beeame chsess- 
ped with’ the idea that nature had’ intend- 
ed hini for an iconogrdpher and not for 
an iconoclast. ‘In other ‘words the 
mocker; the jeerer, the smasher of all 
false gods felt it incuzhbent on him wt 
set up an. idol and become the high priest 
of a new religion. The religion he called 
Creative Evolution and ‘the idol Vitalism. 
Reviewing. English ‘drama, he ‘found 
Shakespeare deficient because he had no 
conscious, religion, and his characters no 
philosophy to expound. From Congreve 
to Sheridan the dramatists’ were sterile 
in’ spite of their wit. Ibsen and Strind- 
berg had no comfort for the world. Goe- 
the alone is truly great.” Art, he says, 
has never been gréat when it wis not 
providing the iconography for a live 
religion, so he strove to enrol himself 
in‘the company of Lucretins, Dante, 
Goethe, and the Athenian “dramatiste— 


and gave us ‘Back to” Methuselah.’” 


“What we should do, then,” he writes 
in ‘the preface’to that, play, “is to pao! 
our legends and make a delightful "stock 
‘of, religious folk lore on an honest basis 
for all. mankind. . With our minds freed 
from pretence and falsehood we: could 
enter into the heritage of all the faiths. 
China would share: her sages with Spain, 
and Spain her ‘saints with China.’

Kant's 
god was Reason, but Kant’s reason never 
ordained anything inconsistent with -Pri- 
testantisms.the senses and ‘emotions ‘are 
subordinated and denied, and the ideasof 
good regarded as universal] in its applica- 
tion, whieh meant that what, Kant re- 
garded as good should be good for every- 
one else, the test not being found in ex- 
perience nor assessed by happiness, but 
being the obedience to what Kant called 
the categorical. imperative, ‘2 kind of inner 
voice, a speaking conscience. ‘Kant him- 
self led a life approximating to‘ that of 
Mr. Shew’s Ancients; pressing’ on ‘to 
the goal of redemption from. the’ flesh, 
to the vortex freed from. matter, to the 
whirlpool of pure intelligence.”

VREVENTION OF PLRACYPRESENT SYSTEM, 


l—Ab preseat shipping is protected 
ugainst piracy by the following methods. 
(a) British Gunbouts—These are dis 


‘Veributed about the rivers and the Delta 


according to. signs and: information re: 
ceived. They are a mobile force which 
canbe switched to any aren ‘required, 
Piracy suppression is by, no menns the 
only duty they have to perform. The fag 
has to be shdwn and British interests in 
genéral protected. 

(b) Armed Lataches,—At present these 
are tied down to conyoying the Hong- 
kong-Koagmoon river steamers. They 
run on a regular time-table and convoy 
ships-through the most dangerous areas, 
In between their convoy work they patrol 
adjacent waterways. -As long as they are 
with a convoy no piratical attack -is 
likely to be made, but I am convineed 
that they. can be far more efficiently em- 
ployed with ¢cqually, good protection to 
the river steamers and far better protec. 
tion to the many small craft under the 
British Hag if, convoying is abolished and 
efficient patrolling instituted instead. At 
present every pirate and local inhabitant 
knows exactly when the convoy and its 
guard launch will pass and cin make 
their plans to pirate a tow before or 
‘afterwards in.perfect safety. ~ 

(co) Armed Guards on. board Shi ps— 
When piracy became serious it was ob- 
vious that some’means of protection had- 
to be provided and against internal 

in particular. The “danger- of 
any well-found ship being successfully’ 
attncked from the outside was, and in 
my opinion is, very» small ‘indeed: pro- 
vided: she was inthe hands of efficient 
officers. [ should be very sorry to try 
an attack on any of the river steamers by 


"|means of launches or junks ns long as 


the river steamer was under way and 
under control amd the officers wide 
awake. : 

Tt therefore exme to a ‘question of con- 
yoys or urmed guards. To convoy ,the 
regular river steamer traffic and alse “the 
seagoing ship traffic. to Canton and 
Kongmun means. a very large number 
of fast convoy craft continuously em loy- 
ed. Also as the speed of the convoy. is 
that of its slowest ship w great deal ‘of 
inconvenience is» caused to the 
found vessels. Cn the other“hand tot 
all ships proceed independently and-yet 
be safe means a large number of ‘armed 
guards on each ship. . ‘ : 

At the time no contoying launches 
were available and ig-was’ found quite 
impracticable to get the necessary Naval 
Oficers and ratings to man any, lazge 
number of tnunches. lotherefore suggest- 
ed that 'the cheapest. and safest method 
to adopt was to,make the Canton and 
Kongmun river steamers sai] in convoy, 


a large and: efficient armed guard being 


placed in -one steamer in ‘each convoy. 
Theas were to he armed with machine 
guns. and be available not only to pro. 
teet their own vessel but also to .go; to 
tha help’ of any vessel belonging to the 
convoy if attacked. ... This system was’ 
adopted “and -continues to the present 
time. Itchas certainly been effective in 
preventing piratical .attacks but-it bas 
also aroused a geéd deal of discontent 
amongst ships’ ‘officers and owners who 
do. not like the guards: or the delay 
caused to the better found ships. : 


(d) Grilles.—The original system of 
grilles was ‘greatly exte ded; Here 
again whilst undoubtedly ‘very valuable 
against internal piracy the extended use 
of grilles.is inconvenient frora many of 
the officers’ and owners’ point of view. 
‘Also it hagsthe serious defect that in 
case of a collision any hitch in opening 
the necessary grilles may result in enor- 
mous ‘loss of Jife,-although the obvious 
retort to that argument is that unless a 
tiver steamer can be beached at once or

ifof life is bound -to be great in-any case. 


Still the more fact that. the passengers,
